The launch seized by the government 
at Fox Lake is the property of T, A. 
Thompson, who owns a summer home 
on the banks of the lake. He was fined 
by Fecferal Omcera for not properly 
equipping his boat It was under in- 
structions of Arch McArthur, of Wau- 
kegan, that the boat was placed In the 
hands of a custodian. 
- Strict observance of the navigation 
laws is held responsible for the fact 
that no person had met death on *Fox 
Lake this year, Tuesday according to 
a recent report from Chicago, a launch 
valued at approximately $500 was 
seized by federal ofilcers. The owner 
drew a small flne in the federal court 
several weeks ago, when he failed to 
live up to the law which provides that 
all boats shall carry life preservers, fire 
oxtineuishers, etc; 

For the 'past year a U, S. Deputy 
custom collector has been sent to the 
Fox river each Sunday to inspect the 
launches. It is estimated that fully 
800 boats ply these waters at this time. 
The owner of the launch which was 
seized by government officials this 
week and turned over to a custodian 
was warned that he would be fined un- 
unlcss he provided life preservers. He 
failed to live up to the order and he 
was hauled before the federal officers 
;ln Chicago. A small fine was imposed. 
The fine was not paid and the launch 
will be sold at public auction. 

Arch McArthur, deputy custom col- 
lector, at Waukegan. refused to discuss 
the incident. '*I would suggest that 
you get your information from the 
Chicago ofHce, yet I admit it is true 
that several launch owners were fined 
for law violation" said he to a reporter.

Tije petition shows 
that Mr. Lyon's entire estate is valued 
at $172,000 Of thio amount the real 
estate is valued at $132,000 and the 
personal property at $40,000. 

Charles and William Lyon are named 
as the executors of the will ana surety 
on the bond is waived. 

The extent of Mr. Lyon's fortune as 
shown bv the petition is considerably 
smaller than that generolly believed to 
be the case as his fortune always has 
been estimated at anywhere from one 
half to one million dollars.

As thp result of an investigation be- 
ing conducted by Miss Bess Bower, an 
employe in County Clerk Hendee'a of- 
fice In Waukegan, an effort is to be 
made to secure more uniform marriage 
laws in Illinois and Wisconsin, Miss 
Bower is visitmg the offices of various 
county clerks In the state of Wisconsin 
with a view to studying conditions as 
they exist there. 

A dispatch from Racine saya of Miss 
Bess Bower, deputy clerk- of Lake 
county, Illinois, called~upon County 
Clerk Hay Saturday afternoon to dis 
cuss Wisconsin marriage laws. The 
laws of Illinois are very different from 
those in Wisconsin in cupid's depart- 
ment, and of late have become so con- 
flicting that Miss Bower has been sent 
into this state to get statutes from the 
various county clerks in Wisconsin. 

Marriages performed out aide of Il- 
linois, especially In. cases where one of 
the parties have been divorced for less 
than a year are illegal in that state. 
Biit the practice of comfng to Racine 
Kenosha and Milwaukee in cases like 
these is continu&lly kept up. Miss 
Bower estimated the rate of Wisconsin 
couples married in Lake county at 
three or four a day. Milwaukee and 
Racine couples daily come- to Wauke- 
gan applying for marriage licenses in 
Illinois are also very frequent, she said. 
A move is on to make the Wisconsin 
and Illinois marriage laws more uni- 
form and Miss Bower's data gathered 
m both states will form the basis for 
them.

Waukegan Man Pays Large Sum for Real

A "blue sky" case came up for trial 
before Police Magistrate Toylor Mon- 
doy afternoon at 3 o'clock when E. J. 
Salzmann of Chicago was arraigned on 
a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses on a complaint filed by 
Samuel M, Seidenfeldt who conducts a 
store on Marion street, Waukegan, 
Seidenfeldt declares that . Salzmann 
mulched him out of $1,250 on a fake 
real estate deal. 

Seidenfeldt declares that Salzmann 
came to him with a proposiuon to pur- 
chase a half interest in a fiat building 
in Chicago. According to his story he 
went to Chicago and was greatly im- 
pressed with the property that was 
sold him. He says he lost no time in 
turning over the $1,250, being convInC' 
ed that it was the best kind .of a pro- 
position that had been put up to him in 
a long time.

"I am going back to "Washington. I 
■wish I could tell you more, but I 
cannot. I expect to remain two or 
three days at Vera Cruz and bo a paa- 
Bonger on the liner Morro Castle, 
Bteaming Thursday noon. I will not 
return to the United States on a war- 
■hip." " 

"Then your diplomatic mission has 
failed?" was aupgeated. "What wUl 
bo the next move?" 

"If I were. a prophet I might be able 
to tell you. but I am not." 

Mr. Llnd appeared to bo depressed. 

"The American embassy will remain 
In Mexico and the Mexican embassy 
■will remain In Washington," waa a 
Btateraent given by Minister Gamboa. 
"The return of Mr. Llnd to Washing- 
ton waa duo to orders ho received 
from President Wilson to return homo. 
Negotiations between Mexico and 
kWaahington In reference to tho Llnd 
note have not been broken off, but I 
am preparing another note replying to 
Mr. Und's." 

Mr. Gamboa declared there would 
bo no changes In tho government He 
refused to aay what kind of a note ho 
was preparing to present to Washlng- 
ton. 

"Mr. Llnd will be given every pro- 
tection by tho government en route 
to Vera Cruz." said Minister Gamboa. 
A battleship Is reported waiting at 
Vera Cruz to convey Mr. Llnd to tho 
United States. 

"This government Is not awaro that 
■European nations are exerting pres-

boa went on. "No offlclai advices hare 
been received by tho foreign rela- 
ilona department Indicating that 
Latin America or South American 
countri.ea are supporting Washington 
In Its stand on the Mexican sltuor 
tlon."

atato Highway Department Is Created 

and Funds Are Provided for Bulld- 

Ind and Maintaining Roads 

and Bridges. 

Writing in the Edwardsvlllo (III.) 
Intclligoncer, Nelson L. Uydor gives 
a careful analyflla of tho now good 
roads law recently pasBcd by tho 
Illinois legislature. Ula artlclo In part 
follows: 
• What is known as tho "Tlco bill" la 
an act amending, rovlalng and eya- 
, tomatlzlng the road and bridge law, 
OS horetoforo ' admlnialcrod by local 
highway ofllctalB, and in addition, mak- 
ing provision for tlio stato to aid In 
the construction and nialutonanco of 
highways. 

It crqatOBand dcllncB tho duties of 
a state highway department, conalst- 
Ing of throo highway commissioners, 
a chief and asalBtant engineer and 
necessary employes, as atate ofncors, 
and of a county Buporlntendent of 
highways, as a. county ofllcer. The 
Btato department is u non-partisan 
board, appointed by tho governor, with 
the approval of the acnate. 

Tho county Buporintondont Is ap- 
pointed and his salary fixed and paid 
by tho county board, hla term being 
six years. Tho appointment is to he 
made in the following manner: the 
county board, within ninety daya from 
July 3, ahall certify to the stato high 
Jlvay commlasloner from three to five 
names of roBldents of tho county who 
are considered desirable candidates 
for such oITlco, thH state commission 
then determines by competitive ex- 
amination tho person or persons best 
fitted for tho ofllco and certifies same 
\ja tho county board, who appoint from 
that number, if no one be found 
Qualified, the county hoard may Bub- 
mlt a further list and It no one la then

State Aid Roadi. 
ThOBO provisions of tho act which 
create the BUt,o highway department 
and provide for "atate aid roada," do- 
dare a distinctly new policy on the 
part of the atate and provide a method 
by which It-undertakcB to aBsIst In tho 
construction, and. when constructed, 
to maintain a Bystem of roads through- 
out tho state, varying from fifteen to 
twenty-flvo per cent of the road mile- 
age of a given county, according to 
the class, of such county. 
' The "fitate road and bridge fund** 
bdnslsta of all moneys appropriated by 
the Btate foi' road and bridge puiv 
ppaca, it 1b eatlmnted that for the 
following year |400,000 will bo avall- 
ablG "from tlio roglBtratlon fees for 
motor vehicles or automobllea, and an 
appropriation of $300,000 from the gen- 
eral fund was passed by the leglsla^ 
ture hilt vetoed by the governor. Ap* 
proprlatlons from the general fund 
will probably be made for succeeding 
years. 

This' state fund is alloted to the 
counties In tho proportion the road 
and'brldgo tax levied in each county 
hears to the whole road and bridge 
tax levied In the state, 
' When an Improvement on a state 
aid road has been determined upon, 
proposals are Invited by the stato 
highway commlaslon, and If satlsfao- 
tory bids are obtained, the contract 
la awarded and the contractor, upon 
execution of proper bonds, proceeds 
to build the Improvement, which Is, 
upon completion, Inspected by tho 
stnto highway engineer, and if Incom- 
pliance with the contract, accepted. 

Considering tho amount which may 
ba allotted to a county from tho state 
aid fund, and that It Is entirely prob- 
able nearly all counties will tako ad- 
vantage of the law, It can readily bo 
seen that it will be many years be- 
fore all tho roads which may bo se- 
lected as Btate aid roads can bo Im- 
proved. Nevertheleaa. tho law will 
operate to produce a connected system 
be highways, built under competent 
and efficient auporvlalon, and furnishes 
a method for tho beneficial dlstrlbu- 
Hon and employment upon rural high- 
ways of the funds realized from auto- 
mobile licensea, and enables the state 
to bear a portion of the burden here- 
tofore borno by the local municipal- 
lUes.

The law coutlnuoB the present sya- 
tern of highway coramlBslonors, with a 
provision that one commlsslonor may 
upon majority vote of a township, be 
, substituted for the board of three. 
Where township organization exists, 
the BUporvlaor of the town la made 
treasurer of the road and bridge fund. 
But Utile change la made in the duties 
of fluch offlcera. except that all con- 
tracts In excess of two hundred dol; 
lars must have the approval. of the 
county superintendent of highways, 
who 1b alBo given power to supervise 
the construction of all bridges and 
other important work. 

Road and Bridge Taxes. 
No BUbstantial change Is made in 
tho method of levying taxes for road 
and bridge purposes, but the labor 
system' of paying such taxes la dls- 
pensed with. The maximum amount 
which may he levied for eVch taxes 
la raised to sixty-one cents on each 
one hundred dollars valuation. There 
la also a provision that when dam- 
ages aro to bo paid on' account of 
changes in roada, an additional levy 
of twenty cents per hundred dollars 
may be made,. 

An election may bo called In the 
township for the purpoao of author- 
izing a bondJsBUO tor tho building of 
Important bridges or other expensive 
works. A poll tax of from one dollar 
to three dollars la authorized; but may 
be dlBponsod with by tho townshjp. A 
special tax for hard roads, not to ex- 
ceed ono dollar per hundred, for a 
period of not more thnnjlve years 
may bo levied, upon authority given 
by a malorlty vote of the township, 
and tho. county board Ib given the 
same power as highway commlasion- 
era as to building bard roads, and U 
outhorlzed to aaaist any town to the 
extent of twenty-flvo per cent of tho 
coat of tho road, upon a majority vote 
of the legal voters of the county. 
Both the town and, county authorltloH 
are permitted to borrow money for 
auch/pUVposea ,by 4BBuing bondB. when 
authorized at* an . election; ^ 
„ . Provision la also made for tho build- 
ing of 'bridgeB on or near the^line 
of townships by the joint action of 
towns and for aid from the county 
board to any town In building bridges, 
>bo coBt of which will bo mora thaa

Fairly good crops may be produced 
In any section of Illinois when the sea- 
son la particularly favorable to that 
accMon, even though the best methods 
of crop production are not followed., 
but It iB when unseasonable conditions 
prevail that results of good farming 
are. most apparent 

Tho beneflclal results of good farm 
management are very apparent on 
the farm of Ralph 'Allen, near Bola- 
van, In Tazewell county. Mr. Allen 
has adopted the Illinola system of 
permanent agriculture and each year 
treats forty acres of land with 



Springs. Paaalng through tho "gate- 
way," formed by two Immense Bluba

The variety of "Tur- 
key Red." and 1b entirely free from 
mixture with other varlotiea, cheat 
or weeds. Besldoa the increased yield, 
the wheat on the treated land will be 
ready for harvest much earlier than 
on other flelds, an advantago that la 
appreciated by those doalrlng to got 
threshing over as early as possible. 

The management of several hun- 
dred acres planted to cultivated crops 
necesBltates the use of a,large amount 
of machinery and toola, and to keep 
thOBo In repair at a minimum of ex- 
penae requires an intelligent and ay a- 
tematlc oversight, and in this depart- 
mout Mr. Allen is ably assisted by hla 
son Ralph, who has had a counie In 
farm mechanics In the Univeristy of 
Illinois. "System" seems ^ to be the 
watchword on the Allen farm. There 
is a BpacloUB workshop well supplied 
with tools and materlala for quickly 
repairing machinery and Implements, 
while In a shod nearby is stored a 
good supply of hard wood lumber cut 
Into proper dimonalons for wagon 
tongues, coupling poles, double and 
Bingle-trees, wagon bcdfl, hay racks, 
etc. With this equipment, when the 
weather will not permit out door 
work, time is profltably spent In get- 
ting everything In good repair. Each 
tool belonging In the workshop baa Its 
place on the wall; pasted on the wall 
directly beneath It Is Its facsimile cut 
from heavy cardboard; a glance at 
the wall gives ono an Inventory of all 
missing tools. By making each per- 
son responsible for, tho return of tools 
removed by him, a aystem Is estab- 
llBhed whoroby the tools are usually 
to bo found in their propor places.

Barcelona. — The manufacture of sil- 
ver and gold meah bags and purses 
Is a long established Industry peculiar 
to the Balearic islands, and Is cen- 
tered In the islands of Majorca and 
Minorca. 

Up to a few years afeo the Industry 
was confined to small establishments 
in the country towns, where women 
were engaged in weaving the mesh at 
wages ranging from eighteen to twen- 
ty-seven cents a day, according to the 
quantity of mesh made. Keen com- 
petition, however, has led to the erec- 
tion of factories, and the industry has 
been considerably benefited. Former- 
ly tho gold and silver wire, as well 
as the mountlngB, were mostly Import- 
ed from France, but at present the 
entire process of manufacture Is car- 
ried on In tho Islands. 

Thore are twelve factories of noto 
in the islands of Majorco and Minorca, 
which not only supply nearly the home 
demand but alao export articles to 
France and other European countrleB 
and to some extent to America,. Africa 
and Asia. The annuar value of the 
output la ofllclally eatlmated at <180,- 
000. The output conslatB of over 20D 
different styles, silver bags and puraeu 
Boiling at 36 cents to $36, and the gold 
articles . at 63 to 77 centB a gram. 
Owing to the prosperous state of the 
Industry the manufacture of related 
articles, BUck aa chains, etc., has been 
attempted.

Writer UpseU Widely Held Theory 

Concerning the Advantaoea of 

an Early Start 

One of the results of modem re- 
search work, as applied to the garden 
and allied subjects, has b^en the 
proof that tho old time theory that 
pfatnting could be done only tn the 
early spring and late fall Is vming. 
writes Samuel A. Hamilton In the 
Country Oentleman. Modem bortlcul- 
torists plant something almost every 
month from the time when, the snow 
goes Id the spring until It comes In 
midwinter. There is a distinct advan- 
tage In this lengthening of tho plants 
Ing season, for by It the rush and the 
consequent indifferent work are avoid* 
ed. It is only lately that we have 
learned the aiafe planting of the hardy 
shmbs may be done tn the latter part 
of the summer. I am of the iwnlon 
that under Identical care better re- 
sults will be had thon than If the 
planting is done In spring and fall. 

The planting of shrubs tn midsum- 
mer fulfllls all the conditions presup- 
posed by the theory of old— that trees 
and sbruba could not be planted suc- 
cessfully during the season of growth; 
for this Boason in the temperate re- 
gions does not cover tho time from 
frost to frost as It Is commonly sup- 
poBOd. A shrub does not grow when 
It puts out foliage In the spring. 
Growth of foliage Is not growth of the 
shrub. There Is no growth of the 
shmb until the roots have sent sub^ 
stance to the buds and formed full 
sired loaves which metamorphose the 
eap and send It again to the roots, 
whence It goes Into the , buds and 
forms tissue. This takes several 
weeks and some shrubs require a 
month before they start to grow. 
Prior to this It is safe to plant them. 

During the succeeding period of 
growth planting can be done under 
controlled conditions, and as most of 
the shrubs hare made their grovrth by 
mid-August or a week later. It la safe 
to plant them any time thereafter.

Should; there crop up any disturbance 
or Impediment, no excuse would be ac- 
cepted and the unfortunate thing so 
choked In. its movement would at 
once be labeled as rejected, and be 
bound to die and disappear post baste. 

In the great office of Nature there 
are Innumerable departments with 
endless work going on, and the flne 
flower that you behold tfi^ere, gaudily 
attired and scented like a dandy. Is 
by no means what it appears to be, 
but rather la like a laborer tolling In 
the sun and shower, who has to sub- 
mit a clear account of his work, and 
has no breathing space to enjoy him- 
self in a playful frolic- Rablndranath 
Tagore, In the Atlantic Monthly.

Chicago Raising Many Thousand of 

Different Varieties That Will Soon 

Give Gr ateful Shade. 

Young elms to the number of 2fi.- 
000, ranging from two to four feet In 
height, aro swaying gently tn the 
breeze that bloWs across the city's 
3G0-acra nursery at Harlem avenue 
and West Twenty-second street, near 
Riverside. Not many years hence 
each of the elms. will bo throwing a 
clrole of shade tn streets where boys 
and girls today seek shelter from the 
blazing Bun between the walls of 
frame housea. So will the 8,000 white 
ash now spreading their branches tn 
the air at the nursery; also diminu- 
tive Norway maples, llndena, allantb- 
as, birth, sycamore, catalpa and pop- 
lars Just beginning to enjoy life in 
company of thousands of their Idnd. 

"Out of this nursery in time will 
come trees for all the barren streets 
of Chicago's congested wards," said 
City Ftorester Frost, after a tour of In- 
spection of the garden. "Bach ' of 
these trees will make some circle of 
youngsters happy and will add Joys 
to the lives of those who live tn a 
swirl of street dust and smoke from 
tbe railroad yards. Some of theee 
trees will grow anywhere. We are 
nUeTng-enryvt&ose beat adapted to our 
climate and ' soil; and although laat 
ytmx we grow'^.40,000 trees and 76,000 
shrul>s, we dp not think we bare do- 
LTeloped the nursery to half Ita copao- 
tty for usefulness." — Chicago Newa 



New Brunswick Towr»-Plannlng Act.

Tho largest city In tho republic, how- 
ever. Is Leon, with about G3.000 people. 
The chief ports aro San Juan del Sur 
on tho Pacincand Blueflelds and Grey- 
town— tho latter known to the Nlc- 
araguans as San Juan del Norto— on 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Nicaragua la a typically tropical 
country.

Tho coffeo estates nro 
largely In American and Germa)i 
hands. Another important agricultural 
product Is cocoa. It la grown chiefly 
In the south along tho Pacific coast. 
Sugar is also, widely cultivated. To- 
bacco Is also grown; the leaf Is good, 
but as It Is not well cxired It Is not ox- 
ported. Like many another region bor- 
dering tho Caribbean sea, Nicaragua 
Qnda a profltablo export In bananas, 
which are grown In large quantities, 
eapecially near BluoOelda on tho Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Aa to timber, the Nlcaraguan foresU 
contahi splendid mahogany and cedar 
trees, the wood from which is largely 
exported. Tho forests also contain 
many valuoblo dye woods, gums and 
medicinal plants. Rubber Is also 
grown there. 

As to mining, tho gold mines aro 
very important and are worked by 
American and British companies. The 
gold export averages a million dollar* 

a year. 

Nicaragua trades with tho outsldo 
world, but the volume of commeico 
might be greatly extended. ' Of the ex- 
ports about a third come to this coun- 
try; the rest go chiefly to Great Brl- 
tain, Germany and Franco. Of the Irn- 
ports wore than "hale come from this 
country, and fho remainder mostly 
from the three countrFes above men- 
tioned. « #.«« 

At Corlnto tho steamers of fear 
shipping companlcB. two American and 
two German, now regularly visit the 
port ■ Tho only railway In Nicaragua 
Is tho so-called National railway, an 
American concern haying ^ total 
length of about 170 mlloB. Tho lln* 
runs from Corlnto to Leon Managua, 
and othoV cities. On tho various lakes 
Btodmers ply as well as on tho San 
Juan river. These lakes furnish, from 
end to ond. about a hundred- and fifty 
miles of navigation. There are, un- 
fortunately, few good wagon roads in 
Nicaragua.— Tho Outlook.
